T'HE valuable Catechisms of Db Watts, to 
which the following is a Key, have been 
too often used in a manner which the venerable 
Author never intended ; — the words having of- 
ten been committed to memory, whilethose great 
truths which he so successfully embodied in 
language eminent for its simplicity, were not 
perceived or known by a great majority of the 
interesting little learners. The following Key, 
it is hoped, will assist in checking this abuse, 
and help to bring the practice more within the 
range of the venerable Author's wishes ; who, 
had he lived to the present day, would have 
hailed with delight all those improvements 
which experience has of late years suggested 
for the Religious Instruction of the young ; — 
the effects of which would then have been 
thought next to impossible. 

To the prevailing, but erroneous opinion, as 
to the capacity of the young, we must attri- 
bute a defect, (if we may be allowed to call it 
so,) in these simple little Catechisms. What 
we allude to is, that the fundamental princi- 
ples of Christianity are not brought forward 
so prominently, as to admit of the generality 
of children understanding, or even of perceiv-

ing them. The products of these principles 
are, no doubt, very beautifully taught; but the 
source, — the foundation of the gospel, — are, we 
with great deference think, neither very point- 
edly, nor very clearly stated. We have, there- 
fore, humbly endeavoured to supply what we, 
perhaps erroneously, considered a desideratum. 
But this has been done in a separate Supplement. 
We have not dared to touch the original, or to 
add or alter a single idea, in any part of it, — 
not even to the transposition of a question ;— 
as it would be an imprudence of no ordinary 
kind, first to add to, or to alter an author's 
work, and then to obtrude it upon the public 
without acknowledgment. So cautious indeed 
have we been in this respect, that, although we 
have, for very obvious and weighty reasons, 
embodied the substance of each question in its 
answer, we have done so in the very language 
of the author; and even then, to prevent mis- 
take or misrepresentation, we have quoted the 
insertion by inverted commas. 

The following work was undertaken at the 
request of the Sunday School Union, to 
whose opinion as to its importance and proba- 
ble usefulness, founded on more extensive 
knowledge, we, having expressed our own, at 
once submitted ; and, acting on that opinion, 
the great and undivided object of the Author 
throughout has been, to construct such a Key, 
as will render the valuable Catechisms which 
are its subject, as useful and effective in the re- 
ligious instruction of the young as possible.

THE METHOD OP USING 

THE 

KEYS TO WATTS' CATECHISMS. 



Preliminary Observations. 
1. > r pHE remarks and directions which ire are about 
-*■ to offer, are intended to apply to both Cate- 
chisms, with the exception of those Exercises which are 
peculiar to the Second, and which will be treated of by 
themselves. 

2. A child should begin to learn its catechism, or at 
least such of its simple truths as it is capable of un- 
derstanding, as soon as it can speak. It is a great 
mistake, and is productive of many evils, to suppose, 
that these truths should, or may remain unknown, till 
a child can read. ' 

3. It is of considerable importance to fix on the most 
simple and suitable elementary book for initiating young 
minds in religious truths. We doubt, for several rea- 
sons, whether the following be the best for this pur- 
pose. In stating this opinion, we will not allow any 
false delicacy to interfere with duty ; and therefore, we 
with great deference give it as our opinion, that if Dr 
Watts' catechisms are to be taught, they ought to be in- 
troduced after the First Initiatory Catechism, and be- 
fore commencing the Second. — We think we state this 
impartially ; and it is founded, among other things, on 
the concentration, point, and decision of the one, com- 
pared with the others. Of this, however, every one is 
left freely to judge for himself. We have endeavoured 
to fulfil an important duty in candidly stating it ; leav- 
ing it to experience, which alone should dictate the deci- 
sion, to sanction or to refute the opinion. 

4. The parent and teacher must constantly bear in 
mind, that he succeeds in his department of instruction, 
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only in so far as he can inform the judgment* To make 
the truths taught reach the heart, belongs onty to God % 
That is the sole prerogative of the Almighty himself. 
But he always works by means ; and in his wise admi- 
nistration, he has appointed the understanding to be the 
only legitimate avenue by which the declarations of his 
Word can ever touch or move the affections ; as it is 
impossible, in the nature of things, that any truth cam 
affect the heart, til) it has first been perceived by the 
rational mind— How many refuges of lies, in) the re- 
ligious education of the young, does this incontroverti- 
ble truth, when thus plainly stated, at once sweep away ! 

5. The children should never be required to commit 
the words of an answer to memory, till the ideas con- 
tamed in it be first understood. If they do, it is now 
well ascertained, that they will not be able so readily and 
•imply to perceive them afterwards ; but if, by means of 
theCatechetical Exercise, they are made clearly to under- 
stand the meaning of the answer first, the words will 
be committed to memory without difficulty, and fre- 
quently without any farther effort. 

6. The truths taught in any of the answers, must be 
quite familiar, before any of the subsequent Exercises be 
ingrafted upon them. For this reason, when it is 
thought advisable, and when it can conveniently be 
done, the whole oi one catechism should be gone over 
by means of the Catechetical Exercise alone, before at- 
tempting any of the other Exercises. 

7. It is of great importance that the Exercises, when 
attempted, should be rendered familiar upon one ques- 
tion before proceeding to the next. Inattention to this, 
not only retards the child's farther progress, bat weak- 
ens the powers of his mind, by the slightnees of the im- 
pressions made upon it. Perfection and facility in any 
mental exercise, gives firmness and solidity to the mind, 
not only with respect to what it has already received, 
but with respect also to what may afterwards be com- 
municated. 

8. When a number of children are taught together, 
they ought, whan it can conveniently be done, to be 
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carefully classed accenting to their present natural capa- 
cities, rather than according to their former educational 
attainments. In this the adaptation of the Exercises 
prescribed in the Lesson System of Teaching, to the 
natural principles of the human mind, is very conspi- 
cuous ; as it places all of equal mental capacity — inde- 
pendent of their other acquirements — very nearly on a 
level. They who have acquired much will generally ex- 
cel ; but this will be found to arise, not so much from 
what they have actually learned, as from the vigour of 
mind which they have acquired in the act of learning. 

I. Of the Catechetical Exercise. 

9. Two distinct objects are to be kept in view as at- 
tainable by the Catechetical Exercise, which parents and 
teachers should always endeavour to secure. The one • 
is the communication of knowledge; and the other, 
which, at an early stage of a child's education, is of at 
least eo^ual importance, is the cultivation and expansion 
of his mind, by which he is gradually prepared for re- 
ceiving and appreciating all his future acquirements. 
The cause of this we cannot here stop to describe ; * 
suffice it to say, that both of these objects, by a little 
attention to the following directions, will invariably be 
attained, in a greater or a less degree. 

10. When children are naturally dull, or appear at a 
loss to comprehend the meaning of a whole answer, it 
should be dissected for them, and presented to the mind 
in portions ; the teacher taking care to give the most 
prominent idea as the foundation, and to add the colla- 
teral circumstances by degrees as the child can under- 
stand them. — The first question, for example, might be 
taught to a young child in parts thus ; " I was made." 
This is the foundation ; and the collateral circumstances 
may be gradually added as follows :— " I was made [by 
God ;"]— " I was made by [the great] God ;"— .** I was

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made by- the great God [who made heaven and earth/'] 
Especial attention is requested to this simple but very 
important hint ; as much inconvenience to the parent 
and teacher, and much unnecessary pain, discourage- 
ment, and irritation to the pupils, will by this means be 
prevented. 

11. When children are taught in classes, one of the 
first objects of the teacher should be to train each child 
in the class to prepare an answer in his own mind to 
every xjuestion which is asked, whether it be asked at him 
or at any of the other children. To do this, the teacher 
ought frequently to put a question generally, and bid all 
of them prepare the answer ; after which he will fix on 
the individual who is to give it. — This habit in children 
should be gained if possible, as it is perhaps, at this 
period, one of the most important steps in the child's 
education. 

12. When the children can read, they will be greatly 
assisted by using the " Abridged Key to the Cate- 
chism.'* By means of it at home, the child can be pre- 
pared for the teacher, by getting his parents, relations, 
or friends, to examine him, and to do the duty of the 
teacher at home, with nearly equal effect as at the school. 
This is a duty of a most important kind, and which to 
every parent, brother, or sister, who can read, is both 
easy and entertaining. [See No. 17*] And although 
the relations may not be prevailed upon to do this, yet 
the child can teach himself, by asking the cross questions 
in the " Exercise," and, by means of the figures which 
refer to the Dissection, finding out the answer himself. 
This method of learning in private, indeed, partakes of 
many, or most of the advantages of public catechising. * 

13. When a cross question is proposed, and the child is 
at a loss for an answer, he must not immediately be promp- 
ted to the words, as this would tend to neutralize much of 
the good derivable from the exercise, f It is worthy of re-

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nark, that most of the benefits resulting from catechising 
depend on the exercise of mind which takes place in the 
child after the teacher has proposed the question, and 
before it is answered. If, therefore, the question asked 
be not understood, he must be directed to the sentence 
from which the answer is to be collected, and be made 
to read or repeat that portion of the original subject 
which contains it. The Dissection, in such a case, will 
always direct the child and his parent at home, when 
they are at any loss ; but it should never be used ex- 
cept when it is really necessary. 

14. When any of the children in a particular class art 
greatly deficient in capacity, more labour should be be- 
stowed upon them than upon the others. No question 
should, in general, be left, till every child thoroughly 
understands it. When this, however, cannot be done, 
such children should either have an additienml leeeen by 
themselves, or they should be removed to another class, 
where the general capacity of the children is more on a 
level with their own. [See No. 8.] 

16. The questions formerly learned should be fre- 
quently brought under review, and classed and connect- 
ed together; the teacher taking care, by frequently 
varying his questions, and asking the meaning of the 
terms, that the children never dessend te the mere re- 
petition of words, while they remain unconscious of their

r 16. The design of the Dissection is to point out the 
particular parts ef the original subject, upon which the 
cross-questions have been formed. It also shews how any 
passage of Scripture, or any sentence from any anther! 
may be profitably subjected to the same rules, and made 
a subject for the ca t ec h e ti cal exercise ; and it will also 
enable the parent and teacher to vary, combine, and , 
transpose his cross-questions in such a manner, as will ' 
soon vender him, in practice, independent of the Key, or 
any similar help. 

17. This Dissection will be oaefal to the parents, bso» 
A2 
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then,' or Bisters of the scholars, who may- be induced to 
assist in preparing the children for the school at home. 
When the ease of catechising in this manner is once 
perceived, and the rational entertainment and pleasure 
which it affords is felt, there are thousands of careless, 
or at least indifferent parents, who are deterred from 
this duty from an erroneous apprehension of difficulty, 
who will be induced, by means of the " Abridged Key,'* 
to begin, ostensibly to assist the teacher by preparing 
their children for the school, but really and in effect to 
teach themselves, and to perform, perhaps for the first 
time, one of the most important natural and Christian 
duties which they owe to their children. 

18. The most important of all the uses, however, which 
the Dissection can subserve, is the training up in fami- 
lies and Sabbath Schools, a race of young teachers for lit- 
tle children. The oldest son, or the oldest daughter, may 
now almost universally, with ease and pleasure, be made 
to officiate as the high, or at least as the assisting priest 
in every family. In Sabbath Schools, the younger chil- 
dren who cannot read, and who are often considered but 
a dead-weight on the energies of the teachers, may now, 
as they in numerous instances have -already been, be 
subjected to a most powerful and effective agency in 
their older companions. These, with only a few hours* 
training, placed in a remote corner of the school-room, 
can be made, from the Abridged Key, to teach. four or 
six of the youngest children with great success. This 
has been found also to be the most effective of all teach- 
ing for themselves ; and has been repeatedly and strik- 
ingly blessed by God with eminent success, and numer- 
ous benefits, both to the young teachers, and the little 
children who were so taught. * Superintendants of 
schools who read this, and who do not at least take it 

i' ..I - , . 

* Objection! may arise in the minds of conscientious Christian* as to 
the propriety of employing children m this manner. But these objections, 
it is obvious, apply much more powerfully to the duty of ungodly parents 
teaching their own children by means of catechisms,— of the propriety of 
which no one can have any doubt. Should any difficulty remain In the 
mind of any on this subject, they will find their objections met and an* 
swered in the M End and EsMnce," p. 62, to winch we refer. 
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into their -serious consideration, are really and in effect 
betraying the canse they profess to support. They art 
hiding a most valuable talent in a napkin. The great 
Head of his church has in this instanee,'repeatedly shewn, 
that " the treasure, when thus committed to these 
earthen vessels," can, by his blessing on their instrumen- 
tality, be made effective in promoting the great objects 
designed by religious education. " And what are we 
that we should reply against God ?" — The blessings and 
the benefits naturally and necessarily arising from this 
method of employing yoang persons, are both innumer- 
able and unspeakable. — We use not these terms here as 
a mere rhetorical flourish, but soberly and literally ; — 
and we do most solemnly leave them upon the mind 
and conscience of every Christian reader whom it may 
concern. 

III. Of the Answer Adapted to Prayer, 

19. Children should be taught to pray. Of this there 
is no doubt in any quarter. If so, every parent and 
teacher is concerned to know how it may most effec- 
tively and scripturally be done ; and they should settle 
this truth down on their minds, that as this duty is, in 
its very essence, a procession of desire from the heart, 
through the medium of the understanding, it follows, 
that they are greatly deceiving themselves, when they 
think, that the mere repetition of words is prayer. * 

20. To make this Catechism subservient to the teach- 
ing of children to pray, they should previously have 
some idea of the component parts of prayer, such as the 
nature of petitions, and the difference between them 
and confession, thanksgiving, &c For this purpose, 
the " Introduction to prayer," in " Questions on Pray- 
er," and at the end of the " First Initiatory Catechism," 
will be of great service, and will prepare a child of even 
three or four years of age for the enlightened and de- 
vout observance of this very important and essential duty.

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SI* When a child, alter having been catechised upon 
* question, distinctly understands its meaning, end can 
repeat it, the teacher should point out that part of 
prayer to which it most naturally belongs 9 shewing, at 
the same time, how it may be turned into prayer, and 
making all or several repeat it after him. 

22. When by a little practice, this is understood, and 
has become familiar, the children will be able readily to 
do this of themselves. They ougbt then, in the same 
way, to be made to class two or three of tbe answers 
together, and thus form a prayer of the whole. The 
value of this exercise will be greatly increased, if they 
can be made to retain all tbe ideas, while they try to 
class and arrange them in words of their own. 

V. Of the Lessons. 

23. The Lessons ought not to be proceeded with till 
the children have been taken once through the First 
Catechism by means of the Catechetical Exercise, or at 
least till they thoroughly understand the meaning of the 
answers from which the lessons are to be drawn. 

24. In this Exercise the parent or teacher should en- 
deavour to make the children perceive the nature of the 
several lessons, and how they are drawn from the sub* 
ject ; by which he will enable them, by and by, without 
assistance, to draw lessons from every subject which they 
understand. This is of much greater importance, than 
the mere teaching and applying of the lessons here enu- 
merated, however important these may be. That* is 
like reading a chapter to a child,— -Ms, is like teaching 
him to read it for himself. 

25. When the teacher has given an announcement, 
and asked, " What does that teach you ?" the children 
should be encouraged to give a lesson of their, own. If 
they give one which is at all applicable to the subject, 
or derivable from it, they should be commended, and 
encouraged to give another, more pointed and direct. If 
they cannot do this, the teacher must give it himself; 
pointing out its source, however, and then requiring a 
few to rehearse and explain it after him. 
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26. In the Catechetical Exercise, the figures within 
brackets refer to the lesson drawn from the answer of 
that question to which they are attached. The teaener 
hae tfans an opportunity of requiring the lenon, without 
giving the announcement, by merely asking that ques- 
tion at the child j who, in giving the answer, makes the 
anaouttoesntatt for himself, in the " Abridged Key,** 
these questions are marked by an asterisk. The child 
having get the lesson previously, he will, by this means, 
more clearly perceive its meaning, and its connection 
with the original answer. 

87* When the children at any time give a different 
lesson from that in the Key, they should always be 
made to explain how they have got it. This will very 
generally be correct ; and when it is not so, the teacher 
will then be able to obviate the mistake, which makes 
this attempt of the child doubly useful. 

28. When children of advanced attainments are cate- 
chised in this way, the teacher will find great advantage 
in making them perceive and give the opposite* of some, 
or of all their practical lessons, by which they will find 
that they have in reality drawn tw lessons instead of one. 
If the lesson be a positive duty, such as Lesson 4, u That 
we should be grateful,'* &c. its opposite and negative 
is, " That we should not be ungrateful," &c — If it be 
a negative duty, as Lesson 5, " That we should not be 
alarmed," dec it has also an opposite or positive duty, 
which is, " That we should be confident, or courageous, 
or calm, in doing our duty." — This part of the exercise, 
as it is exceedingly useful, and gives great delight to the 
pupils, should be carefully studied, and prudently ap- 
plied by the teacher. * 

. 29. As the capacity of drawing practical lessons from 
observation and useful subjects, whether heard, read, or 
seen, is, out of all question, the most vital and important 
part of a child's education, it ought to be cautiously and 
prudently conducted by the teacher ; who must never dis- 
hearten or tire out the patience of bis pupils, by requir-

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ing too much, or continuing too long in the exercises. 
If he can make the child perceive the connection be- 
tween one Christian doctrine and a corresponding Chris, 
tian duty, he has gained an important point. If he can 
do the same to two, four, or more, he of course multi- 
plies his success in proportion ; — but if he succeeds in 
only one instance, he has cause of thankfulness, and 
none of discouragement. — Now, as we can conceive no 
combination of circumstances which will prevent his 
success thus far at least, so we ought not to admit of any 
excuse for its neglect. 



VI. Of the Lessons adapted to Prayer. 

30. This exercise should be partially begun, while the 
pupils are taught the method of drawing the Lessons,— 
by requiring them to turn each, when drawn, into a 
petition, — or into such of the other divisions of prayer 
as may be more suitable. 

31. When this is pursued as a separate exercise, it 
must be with pupils whose minds have been well culti- 
vated by means of the previous Exercises. Their first 
duty is mentally to separate the doctrines, or those parts 
of the answer from which lessons are drawn, and audi- 
bly to repeat the lessons one after another. 

32. When the children can, with ease, extract the 
lessons in any one answer, and repeat them consecu- 
tively, they ought then to turn them individually into 
prayer, as recommended in No. 30. 

33. When the lessons can all be extracted, and turned 
individually into prayer, the pupil must be trained men- 
tally to draw the lessons, as in No. 31, and now audi- 
bly to repeat them in the form of prayer, as in No. 32, 
joining them together, in his own way and words, simi- 
lar to the exercise in the Key. * 

34. This, or any of the advanced Exercises, should 
never be required of any of the pupils who are either

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nnabte, or have as yet much difficulty in accomplishing 
it. Diligence on the part of the child, will, no doubt, 
do much, and this may be stimulated ; but if the stimu- 
lus fails, and if with ordinary diligence it is found to 
be, as yet, beyond the capacity of the child's mind, it is 
not only in vain, but it is positively hurtful to force 
it. From this injudicious forcing, arises generally, all 
that loathing of learning, as well as that imbecility of 
mind in literary pursuits, which we find in many of the 
half learned and nominally taught, who, alas ! are but 
too numerous in all classes of society. 

On the Additional Uses which may be made 
of the Supplement^ in Families, 

35. The Supplement contains a comprehensive sum- 
mary of the Peculiar Doctrines of Christianity ; — a clear 
and familiar knowledge of which Doctrines, not only 
forms a kind of Master Key, for the ready acquirement 
of all the others, but a tried touch-stone, by which gospel 
truth is discriminated, and error detected, in almost 
every essential point. 

36. In Christian Families where there are children or 
servants, the daily use of the]Supplement, which would 
occupy only a few minutes, will be found[of great utility. 
To answer this purpose, it is comprised in Seven Ques- 
tions, answering to the days of the week ; and one is re- 
commended to be read daily. This would, of itself, by 
degrees, soon make the great peculiarities of the gospel, 
distinctly understood by the most ignorant and careless 
in the family : — how much more, if some one or other 
of the Exercises could be engrafted upon it ! 

37* To render this daily exercise interesting, as well 
as profitable, a parent might announce the proposition 
for the day, and use the Catechetical Exercise ; or, when 
that has become familiar and unnecessary, ask a divi- 
sion of the Doctrines, their proofs from different pas- 
sages, a Lesson, or additional Lessons ; and then, per- 
haps, as may be thought prudent, make some of the 
• younger branches construct a prayer from these a& they 
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may be able. A judicious parent will find this hint to 
be enough ; hie own ingenuity, acting according to the 
circumstances of hit family, end the dispositions of the 
individuals, will do ell the i 



Of the Separating if the Doctrines in the 
Second Catechism* 

38. To separate the several Doctrines, or truths, in 
the answer to a question, the child must be made to 
perceive when he has, in the coarse of reeding or re* 
peating it, got a distinct truth, and must be made to em- 
body that truth in a sentence complete of itself. If in the 
answer, it is connected with another truth, the same 
thing must be done with it, and all the others that follow 
it— The separation of the Doctrines in the Second 
Catechism, will be a sufficient illustration of this. 

39. When a child is desired to separate the Doctrines 
in an answer, be should be made to number them as 
he, goes along, so that, when called upon to give the 
fourth, or the second, or the ftrst, he may be able to do 
so readily. 

40. As there are frequently collaterals attached to 
the principal truths intended to be taught in an answer, 
the children will perhaps frequently, and very properly, 
give more Doctrines than are found in the Key ; in those 
oases, they should be commended, and afterwards put 
right, by shewing that the truth is either immaterial 
or self-evident, and therefore requires no proofs <* 
that it has been, perhaps, included and proved in a pre- 
vious answer. 



Of the Proving efthe Doctrines. 
41. The proofs of the Doctrines, selected by the ven- 
erable Author of these Catechisms himself, have, ia the 
Key to the Second One, been as closely adhered to at 
possible. We have never indeed deviated from this rule, 
unless where it was evidently to be, in practice, of de- 
cided advantage. 
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42. Ititnot tillthe children can readily separate the doc- 
trines, that they should be taugh t to prove them. When 
they do so, they should either have passages pointed out to 
them, as in the following and other proof catechisms, or 
they should be directed to some particular book or chapter 
where the proofs will be found: When children, with- 
out much judgment or experience, are thrown loose, 
and enjoined to select proofs from the whole Bible, there 
is a restless, rambling, desultory habit of reading formed, 
and a strong temptation is ever presenting itself to wrest 
the meaning of particular passages to suit their purpose ; 
all which tends greatly to destroy that simplicity of 
mind which should always be enjoined and cultivated in 
searching the Scriptures. 

43. "When the proof, as in the following Key, is given, 
the teacher should be sure that the child perceives its 
connection with the doctrine. For this purpose, he 
should first catechise him on the meaning of the pas- 
sage, and then make him explain how the passage, thus 
given, proves the doctrine it is intended to support. 

44. When the children are advanced, and a^ able, 
they should be recommended to select from what they 
remember, or from their ordinary reading, additional 
proofs ; the teacher taking care, however, that they 
take the plain and simple meaning of the passages which 
they bring forward for the purpose. 

Of the Lessons from the Doctrines. 

45. The same observations apply here as in No*. 23 to 
29, as is the case also with the adaptation of the lessons 
to prayer, as described No. 30 to 34, to which we refer ; 
only remarking, that the doetrines here are always to 
be given as the announcements for the lessons. 

46. When the lessons from the several doctrines are 
familiar, the child should be made to separate the doc- 
trines mentally, and repeat their lessons one after the 
other audibly, that he may successfully engage in the 
important exercise adverted to in No. 33. 

47. In conclusion, let it be remarked, that if any prac- 
tical difficulty should occur to parents or teachers in 
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pursuing this mode of teaching, it does not lie in the 
System, the efficiency of which has been proved beyond 
question ; but must, in some way or other, attach to 
themselves. — This may arise principally, if not solely, 
from the Exercises not having as yet become familiar to 
them, and from the books generally used being as 
yet not thoroughly understood. These difficulties, how- 
ever, are but transitory ; and a lktle perseverance will 
make them altogether disappear. The truth of this 
remark will be obvious to any teacher, if he will but 
confine himself to the teaching of one question till the 
nature of the Exercises be well understood. He will 
then find, that all his supposed difficulties will disap- 
pear as soon as he resolutely, in a dependance upon God, 
approaches to the trial. The stream may at a distance 
seem deep and difficult to cross ; but if he shall ad- 
vance to it in faith, and in a humble reliance on the pro- 
mised assistance of God, the waters will part at his ap- 
proach, and allow him a free passage to the opposite bank. 

POSTSCRIPT. 

Those who adopt the Lesson System in a Sabbath 
School should attend to the following directions : — 1. All 
the classes, who are able, should on one day repeat the 
same questions, and read the same verses, on which 
they must be strictly and individually catechised in their 
several classes ; all the advanced scholars giving expla- 
nations, lessons, and applications, as they are able — 
2. The school, towards the close, should be formed into 
one great class, and all be catechised on the passage and 
questions, either generally, (which is most effective,) or 
by double classes. — 3. The classes should then be called 
on, in rotation, to give the lessons, explanations, or ap- 
plications, on the verses and questions ; and where none 
in one class can give a lesson, &c. any one in another 
class should be called on to give it. — 4. The whole should 
conclude by a short general application, and prayer and 
praise. When there is time, the children should be ca- 
techised shortly on the tasks for next Sabbath. — 

A trial of the above for one month, will shew its de- 
cided superiority.
